F rom present indication* It la ap¬ 
parent that there will be no 
falling off In the lnaajmral cel¬ 
ebration this year. Although be 
neTer led a charge offough riders and 
has no actual right to sing “Cheer Up. 
Comrades." Mr. Taft will be honored 
by an attendance at the inaugural cer¬ 
emonies of as great u military force as 
that which marched in parade behind 
President Roosevelt In keeping with 
the essentially peaceful and civic char¬ 
acter of the incoming pnwldent. the In¬ 
dustrial and civilian feature of the pa¬ 
rade of next March 4 will he far more 
extensive and imposing than ever be¬ 
fore. 

The program of the Inaugural period 
Is divided Into five important features 
and tome others of a lesser degree of 
intereat—first, the imposing mllitnry 
division of the pageant, which has 
been arranged on a big scale by Major 
General J. Franklin Bell, who Is grand 
marshal; second, the civic organization 
division of the parade, with Major 
Thomas P. Morgan, chairman of the

act hi the great drama of the republic 
so soon to take place. Shortly before 
noon the vice president wUl call the 
senate to order. The secretary of the 
aeuate will announce the arrival of the 
speaker and the bouse of represents- 

tiven. anti they will file Into the senate 
cbamU-r and take the places assigned 
to them. Next in order will come the ( 
supreme court of the United States, 1 
headed by Chief Justice Fuller, and j 
then the nmltasAadoni and ministers 
plenipotentiary of the foreign nations. 
Following the bends of the diplomatic 
corps will come the heads of the exec¬ 
utive depart menta, who will take their 
places imn^diately back of the seats 
assigned to the chief figures In the 
drama. 

Following ihe cahlnet. the vice presi¬ 
dent elect will be formally announced 
and will enter, accompanied by his ea-

It will take 
the form of a reception by President 
Taft aud Vice President 8bermsn to 
the country at large. Each Mate In 
tbe Union will be officially represented 
on the floor by one of Its distinguished 
sous, whose mission It will be to co¬ 
operate officially in tbe presentation of 
the visitors from here, there and ev¬ 
erywhere to the great men of tbe na 
tlon who will be In attendance.

“Washington Is a national city, a 
city belonging to tbe country.” Chair¬ 
man Blslr -wld In dty-ua*ing tbe ball 
arrangements. “It Is oar desire that 
all who come to tbe Inauguration—and 
there promises to be the biggest at¬ 
tendance In tbe history of these af¬ 
fairs—should feel that in coming to 
the national capital they are coming to 
their own city. 

"The bull will be essentially and dis¬ 
tinctively national. A representative 
from each state has been designated 
as a member of tbe Inaugural ball 
committee. These gentlemen wfH 
know many of, the people who come 
from their respective states and will 
see that they are properly Introduced 
to tbe statesmen and their wives and 
other distinguished visitors. Thus It 
la hoped to bring the forty-six states 
Into close touch with tbe national cap 
Ital on this memorable occasion."
